Use of The Hammer Spur 

Because of its solid lop, $«e*ejeciing receiver, 
your rifle Is ideally suited for use wrth a scope. The 
receiver top is drilled ar>d lapped for mourning a 
scope adapter base. 



A detachable offset spia, aHaed to the hammer, 
mustbe used when udog a scope kisnsiaiiedfof 
right hand use If «ie gtit d lo be used by a leti 
handed shooter, the pospon o< the mxt must be 
reversed Loosen sel screw w9h a ' <*' hexegonal 
wrench. repoePon spu eo Ihat * protrudes from 
the MT side of the hammer, and nghien set screw 
We recommend thal you remove hammer spur 
when not uesig a scope

If you SQueeae the rrtg^r and the car- 
tridge does nol fire, remaio in snooting m«on. 
with the gun pointed ir* e aefe direcbon Count to 
ten. then eieer ihe acUon (See f-(o« to unieed) 

2 underpowered shot A "SdutO'', or underpow- 
ered shot, should not occur if ihe ammuniion le 
deen, dry, and fsHptory loaded Vovcanieitrieahoi

To clean the bore ar>d barrel, use any standard 22 
caliber commercial cleaning rod and cleaning 
patches. Clean the barrel with powder sotveni and 
wipe lightly with gun oil after cleamrtg 

Avoid the use of oil during below treesing condi* 
tions. Condensaiicn dropii^ may term soon atier 
the rifle i9 btoughi into a warm room, or The nAe 
may become wet during inclement weather, in any 
case, all moisiure should be removed Eidenor 
metal Imishes may be wiped down with a si^iy 
oiled cloth. For long term slorage. iighUy oiT the 
bore, barrel and action wiih gun oil. Your rlfte 
should be completely unioaoed and stored madry, 
venaiated area Do not store m gun case.
